You will note that the average number of hours worked per week for all of thJse. ^ ”cfe^ 
is 491 but a majority of these companies maintain a working week oi .>0 hours, and all but o 
of them maintain a working week of 48 hours or over. We have asked our men to work a week 
of 50 hours. In view of the above ¡figures is this an unreasonable request. Especially when we 
must continually keepjin mind the handicap in meeting competition placed upon us by the location 
of our plant at considerable distance from our customers, thereby involving heavy freight charges. 


Tn reirard to wages, we have made investigation and are in possession of information which 
will show that our wages have been in the past and are today Jafter the reductions which we have 
DUt intoeffect; in line with those paid for the same class of work in the factories in Cleveland 
and Detroit In a number of instances our wages have been even higher than those paid else 
where It is generahy taken for granted that the cost of living in a small town is less than the 
cost of living in the city and consequently that wage§ are generally relatively lower. 


In view of the above facts, which may be verified by any one taking the trouble to do so, 
we feel that the better judgment of the majority of the citizens of Salem will support us in thin 
propositionand we are further of the opinion that the conservative majority of our former em­ 
ployees, when they have learned the facts, will realize the fairness of our attitude. 


Is it fair to expect us to work against such a handicap ? By actual cost records 
which are open to any accountant, were we to continue on the eight hour day, while

Salem as a manufacturing center has been, on the whole, prosperous. Until the recent 
world-wide depression in business, Salem has gone along very well. It has passed through 


panics and depressions before. 


True, Salem hasn’t grown very rapidly, but its growth has been steady and sound. 
Although Salem has some serious disadvantages from a manufacturing Standpoint, its industries have
